Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument that Ke "teaches away" is not 
persuasive. The passage cited deals with silicon oxide and not silicon. The notion that the stated oxygen concentration would require an 
increase over the usual oxygen concentration in silicon is not persuasive. This range was specified in Tamatsuka et al. for Si made by the 
Czochralski process- the most common process for producing high semiconductor grade Si. Page 59 of Wolf states the majority of 
Oxygen in Si occupies interstitial sites. The discussion of gettering attributes of the focus ring were not previously claimed. The argument 
that Ke discloses pure SI and not Si with some stated amount of oxygen is not convincing. Cz pulled single crystal SI has as a inherent 
property the oxygen concentration claimed. Nitrogen and oxygen are known to enhance mechanical properties. 
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
